He reasons first from the 
fact of a horse being always approached on the 
left side haltered, led, bridied, saddled, and 
mounted” from the left, therefore that it is more 
pleasant to the animal an important considera. 
The reins being, if the gentleman rides 
property, in his left hand, bis right, which is 
disengs ged, is next the lady on the left side, to 
assist ber; and without effort he can take her 
horse by the bridle, or arrange ber dress if 
necemary, without change of position, and in 
ease of danger, aid her, or stop her horse, much 
better than with his eM hand.

| At present, the European nations generally carry 
on their wars with great moderation and gene- 
rosity. These dispositions have given use to se- 
veral castoms which are highty commendable, 
and frequently carried to the extreme of polite- 
ness. Sometimes refreshments are sent to the 
governer of a besieged town, and it is usual 
avoid firing on the king’s or general's quarters. 
, We are sure to gain by this moderation, when 
we have to do with a generous enemy : but we 
are not bound to observe it any further than can 
be done without injuring the canse we defend, 
and it is clear that a prudent general will, in this 
respect, regulate his conduct by the circum- 
| tances of the case, by an attention to the safety 
| of the army and of the state, by the magnitude 
of the danger, and by the character and becha- 
vior of the enemy. Should « weak nation or 
town be attacked by « furions conqueror who 
threatened to destroy it, are the defenders to for- 
bear firing on hic quarters? Far trom it; that 
is the very place to which, if possible, every 
shot should be directed. Formerly, he who 
killed the king or general of the enemy was 
commended and rewarded ; the honors annexed, 
the spolia opima, are well known. Nothing was 
more nataral in former times ; the belligerent na- 
tions hal, almost in every instance, their safety 
and very existence at stake, and the death of the 
leader put an end to the war. In our days, a 
soldier would not dare to boast of having killed 
the enemy’s king. Thus sovereigns tacitly agree 
to secure their own persons. It must be owned 
that in a war which is carried on with no great 
animosity, and where the safety and existence o1 
the state are not involved in the issne, this re- 
gard for legal majesty is perfectly commendable; 
and even to take away the life of the enemy's 
sovereicn, when it might be spared, is, perhaps. 
doing that nation a greater degree of harm than 
is necessary for bringing the contest to a happy 
Issa, 

But it is wot one of the laws of war that we 
should on every occasion spare the person of the 
hostile king; we are not bound to observe that 
deration except where we have @ fair oppor 
tunity of making him prisoner. On this subject 
let us notice a trait of Charles XII. of Sweden 
in which sound reason and the most exalted 
courage are equally conspicnows. That prince, 
being engaged in the siege of Thorn in Poland, 
and frequently walking round the city, was easi

Of about fifty we raised 
last year, the smallest ben weighed six pounds, 
and the largest cock ten pounds, at one year, 
old. They produce more eggs than any fowls | 
we have ever kept. The hens often commence | 
laying in less than taree weeks after hatching a 
brood, and continne laying every day regularly, 
at the same time taking cre of the chickens wn- 
til they are alle to care for themselves. We 
made a present of a pair of Shanghe fowls to a) 
gentleman well known to all agricultural and 
horticultural readers. After a few weeks, hap- 
pening to be at his place, we inquired how the 
fowls prospered, and was told that the hen had 
act layed. Thinking this strange, we asked to 
see what eggs they had, when we found between 
two and three dozen of the eggs laid by our 
pallet, which we readily recognized. On point- | 
ing out her eggs to our friend, he remarked j 
“© My wife has several times observed that the | 
hen that layed The yellow eggs layed more than | 
all the others."
